RIGHTS UNDER MINING LEASES. 
COURT OF EXCHEQUER—JAN, 29. 

Dann v. Kinoacork.—Mr. Baron Panne delivered the judgment of the 
Court in this case. The question was, whether the defendant was justified in 
making 4 railway, erecting a steam-engine, and digging @ pond in the plain- 
tiff's lands, The platatiff was entitled to jadgment for so much of the rail 

as was situate in the manor of Ambie, and the real poiot in dispute was 
na to that part which lay In Hawkeley, The defendant rested his claim to do 
the matters complained of under the reservation in a deed, dated in 1630, of 
aright to sink certain coal mines, to get coal, aod of a '' way leave and stay 
Jeave "' to carry away the coal, The plaintiff contended that the defendant 
could not, under these words, erecta railway ; but the court were of opinion 
that he might. He was entitied to a reasonable = for the transit of bis 
coal, and the special case fovnd that this was made in the proper direction, 
and was necessary for the profitable working of the mines, The railroad in 
Hawksley would therefore stand, and the pond and steam-cagine were justified 
on the principle of being necessary to the fair and reasouable enjoyment of 
his right to get conle, ‘There was, however, no justification for making cer- 
tain cuttings for the purpose of making the railroad in another direction, 
whieh the defendant had abandoned, and by the abandonment of which he 
had shown that he had no right to commence the works ; judgment would 
therefore be entered distributively for each party according to the principles

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quences resulting from the want of caution on the part of the 
miner in blasting. The many deaths we have had to record in our 
columns, from this cause alone, is fearful to reflect upon, and when 
we consider that, in most cases, the awful results might have been 
avoided by ordinary caution on the part of the proprietors or agents, 
by enforcing the use of the “ Patent Safety Fuse,” we cannot but 
arrive at the conclusion, that much blame attaches to the agents 
and proprietorsof mines or quarries in general. There are some 
instances, we are aware, where the use of the “ Safety Fuse ” is in- 
sisted upon ; and, in many cases, we also know, this is objected to 
by the miners, because the cost is at a trifling increase on the 
“reed” and powder as now employed, but the many accidents in 
“tamping,” the frequent failure of “‘a blast,” and the melan. 
choly accidents which are weekly presented through the medium 
of the press, call on the adventurers in mines to take some active 
measures, and, indeed, to insist on its general use. In the case of 
the explosions under water, under the direction of Col. Pasiey, 
it will be remembered that the Safety Fuse was used, as the best 
mode of communicating with the charge—thus proving its value in 
cases where no other mode could be with equal advantage adopted. 
it is true that Col. Pasugy, subsequently, by means of a “ voltaic 
battery,” fired his charges, and thus superseded the use of the 
Safety Fuse, in the purpose for which it had been employed by 
him. This latter process, however, is not applicable to our mines, 
and hence, in“ wet holes,” the Safety Fuse will, doubtless, be ge- 
nerally used. Our object is to see its general adoption; we wish 
to preclude the miner from risking his life, by pursuing the same 
course which has led to so many fatal results, from want of caution 
in some instances, and from accident—and that uncontrollable 
apathy in others, so long as a change does not take place. We are 
not now to learn the prejudices of the working miner, and while he 
is employed in mines, having to pay for materials in his bargains, such 
as powder, fuse, candles, &c., we may suppose that he will object 
to the small extra charge which attends the use of the fuse, for- 
getting that his net return of wages for the month is the criterion 
by which he judges as to the price per fathom, or otherwise, at 
which he should “ take” for the ensuing month, and hence, that 
the price which he may pay for materials is a matter of no moment 
to him. In several mines, the adventurers (for the agents never 
could be so obtuse) consider, that by charging an extra price for 
powder, candles, and iron, to the miners, over that which it costs, 
a profit is made—never was anything more absurd. ‘The miner, 
in receiving his “ bal bill,” at the end of the month—in which are 
inserted the amount of his earnings, with deductions for materials, 
smiths’ work, &c., looks only to the balance of the net sum he hag 
to receive to take home to his family, and ‘by this he is guided as 
to the fairness of the price of the “ pitch” or “ tutwork”’ bargain 
he may have taken, and in this manner is the agent enabled, by 
reference to the wages earned, as well as to the nature of the rock 
or lode, and other circumstances, to judge of the fair price which 
should be given for the succeeding month. It will thus be clear, 
we think, to our readers, that it is a matter of but little, if of any, 
moment, to charge the miner a profit—it is merely abstracting the 
money from one pocket to put it in the other, or, as it is said, 
“robbing Perer to pay Paut.” As prejudice has, however, to 
be overcome, so as to get the Safety Fuse universally brought mto 
use in our mines and quarries, we do hope that proprietors will 
supply it at their own cost, which, after all, is not one farthing loss 
to them. 








Amongst the interesting, and, at the same time, difficult ques- 
tions which affect the causes of the advantageous workings of our 
mines, and the relative position of the smelter and miner, the at- 
tention of the latter body is at the present moment imperatively 
directed to the condition of the tin mines of Cornwall—a subject 
important from its magnitude, and requiring, from its investigation 
in all the branches to which inquiry may be applied, the necessity 
of using the greatest care, in order that the disadvantages under 
which tin mining is now influenced may be attributed to the cor- 
rect source. 

The “Tin Ticketing Paper,” 
of calculation on the tin bill—a principle similar to that of the 
copper standard, or by the more recent, and now generally adopted, 
purchase by ton of black tin, is so arranged, as to afford as little 
information as the most ardent lover of mystification can desire. 
No reasoning nor examination, however strict, of these documents, 
can detect what ought to be well known to the miner, viz., the 
produce of black tin, the rate of returning charges, and the conse 
quent profit to the smelter. The miner, from his position, would 
not find it his interest to refuse the grant of a fair remuneration 
the smelter, and the purchase, by a well-arranged scale, understood 
by both partics, would probably have considerable influence of 
the preservation of a proper relation betwixt the price of the raw 
material and the product of the smelting furnace.

duced from the materials which Nature has so bountifully deposites in 
that country. 

The Sydaey coal, as a domestic fuel, is in all respects equal to the best 
New ; and the Bridgeport coal possesses qualities scarcely inferior, 
whilst the successful use of the Sydney, as reported by the commanders 
of her Majesty's steam-vessela lately employed on the Nor) \meriean 
station, has established its merite as an excellent fuel for n-beata.

OBSERVATIONS AND INSTRUCTIONS IN THE USE OF AN 
IMPROVED PROCESS Ur AMALGAMATION, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE MINING JOURNAL. 

‘fin, —At the request of several friends we inclose a copy of the instruc- 
tlons we have some time back forwarded to most of the mining establish- 
ments in Mexico and South America, for improving the system of amal- 
gamation, the principles of which are nearly the same as adopted at our 
works, for the last eight years, for reducing the silver used in refining gold, 
but which we did not apply to the reduction of silver ores until we had 
the experienced asvistance of Mr. John Bowring, who had been many 
years engaged in the manipulation in Peru, according to the patio process.

"The loss of wercury by the ordinary process of amalgamation, as adopted 
ln Mexico and South America, is occasioned from three causes :—ist. The 
decomposition of the chloride and sulphate of silver, which bave been formed 
in the operations previous to adding the mercury, torming chlorides and sul 
phates of one proportion of mercury, while the other forms an amalgam with 
the reduced silver,--ad. Uy » proportion of free acid formed by the calcina- 
tion of the mineral, and the decomposition of the magistral (or sulphurete of 
copper aed iron) used during the reduciag process; and, 3d, By the me- 
chanical separation of the amalgam from the reduced ore. 

To prevent the waste in the two fret instances, and in which the chief lows

is of course small, in proportion to the produce 304 assay of the parcel of 
ore, and would require a proportionate number of charges, or tons of poor 
ore, to bring it into the state for the after process of smelting, and yet all 
subject to the same returning charges; thus, it will be seen, why the 
smelters can afford to give so high a standard for poor classes of ore. It 
is also the case that smelters will give a higher standard for poor ore, to 
mix with those of another description, finding that the one acts as a flux 
for the other ; but, under any circumstances, it must always answer the 
purpose of the smelter, to purchase ores of a low produce, and they con- 
sequently give a higher standard or price, 

Sut let us now see what reference this has to lead and silvery-lead ores. 
In the first place, in such ores neither buyer nor seller have any advantage 
in the assays; but from the defective method of smelting, and arrange- 
ments of the furnaces and flucs, the smelters are liable to a considerable 
loss, which they protect themselves against in their deductions, in calcu. 
lating their returning charges, generally taking one-seventh of the lead, 
as the proportion lost in the process, and deduct this from the produce 
per assay. 

They then charge what may be considered a fair (and certainly suffi- 
cient) amount for smelting, and receive 21 ewt. dry weight (in most cases) 
to the ton, making 5 per cent. on the silver as well as lead produce; all 
this, however, might be allowed, considering that they must be liable not 
to get the full produce per assay in smelting; but the reduction of 1 cwt. 
of silvery-lead, let the produce be what it may, which is customary with 
some of the smelters, does appear perfectly absurd—bat as it is, let us 
now see how it will operate in returning poor classes of silvery-lead ores. 

We will take a parcel of work, or ore, as raised from the mine, which, 
after having been spalled down, would weigh 200 tons, and suppose would 
give a produce of 2) cwt. of lead, and 12) oz. of silver to the ton ; by pro- 
perly dressing, this may give 50 tons of ore, of a produce of 9 cwt. of 
lead, and 45 oz. of silver ; there will then be a loss of 50 cwt. of lead, and 
225 oz. of silver.

LONDON AND BIRMINGHAM RAILWAY, 
The balf-yearly general meeting of the shareholders of this company was 
held at Dee's Royal Hotel, Birmingham, on Friday, the 7th inst., for the 
of receiving the report of the directors, for declaring a dividend, 
and the transaction of other business. 
Gronor Cana Giyn, Esq. (chairman of the board of directors), presided. 
There was a large attendance of directors and proprietors. The pro- 
ceedings having been opened with the usual formalities, it was resolved 
unanimously that the common seal of the company be affixed to the re- 
gister of shares. This was done accordingly, in presence of the meeting. 
The Cuataman then adverted, at some length, to the various points 
connected with the management of the railway during the last six months. 
The directors, with a view to improve the condition and conduct of their 
servants, had organised among them a Friendly Society, to which the 
board had, by way of encouragemeut, contributed a small sum of money 
from the company's funds. They had also established two schools, one for 
infants and the other for adults at Wolverton (their central station), where 
a large number of their servants and agents revide with their families, and 
which, since the opening of the railway, had sprang up a little town. The 
hon. gentieman urged with some force the duty and importance of pro- 
viding sound moral and religious instruction for their workmen, so that 
they might be protected from the machinations of designing men, whose 
outrages had recently disgraced certain parts of the population. The 
meeting evidently responded to the chairman's appeal. He then went on 
to notice the parliamentary committee on railways now sitting, and 
expressed bis belief that nothing would emanate from that body to the 
prejudice of those who had embarked their property ou the faith of the 
Acts of Parliament which sanctioned the construction of railways. After 
alluding to an unsuccessful negotiation which had taken place between 
the directors of this company and the promoters of a Bill for the exten- 
sion of the Manchester and Birmingham Railway, the chairman called 
upon the secretary to read the report. 
It was accordingly read by R. Carep, Esq. The following are its 
main points :— 

The receipts for the six months ended for the Sist December, as compared with 
the preceding six months, and the portion of IRt# which followed the opening of 
the line in September of that year, afford satisfactory evidence of a progressively 
increasing traffic ; and it will gratify them to learn that a similar rate of increase 
has prevailed through the first five weeks of the present year. Under the head of 
“* maintenance of way," in the came account, there appears a considerable increase 
of expenditure as compared with the preceding half-year, owing, as the proprietors 
are probably aware, to a circumstance which the directors adver'ed to in their last 
report, namely, that the repairs for every part of the road, including sips, became | 
chargeable from the ith September last, to the account of revenae; bat as the 
late extraordinary and continued rains, acting upon works of great magnitude and 
recent formation, caused a more than ordinary subsidence of ail the pr ncipal em 
bankments, it may be presumed that the cost of repairing them in the depth of 
winter has been heavier in the last half-year than it probably can ever be again 
With the view, however, of reducing the charge for the maintenance of way, the 
directors have entered-into contracts for the repairs of the whole road, at a fixed 
mileage price, with the exception of a few embankments and cuttings, which, from 
their peculiar liability to slips, could not well be contracted for at present, and are, 
consequently, by the conditions of the agreement with the contractors, to be paid 
&s extras for a limited period. The comparison of expense under other heads is 
generally favourable to the last half-year. For locomotive power the rate has re.

Fatat Mine Accipent.—On Tuesday week an inquest was held on 
the body of Paul Ellis, miner, who died on Saturday night, at the North 
Staffordshire Infirmary, from the effects of an explosion of gunpowder, 
which accidentally took place while he was preparing for a blast, in one 
of Sparrow and Co.'s works, Longton, on Monday, the 9th ult. The ae- 
cident appears to have been occasioned by a want of caution on the part 
of the deceased while puffing the powder into the hole; some grains of 
powder appear to have fallen on the candle, and emitted sparks to the 
powder (about 34 lbs)., which exploding, burnt him in a dreadful man- 
ner. Another person at work with him was burned, but not seriously ; 
deceased was taken directly te the Infirmary, where he lingered till Satur- 
day, the 18th; his corpse presented a horrible spectacle. He has left a 
wife and seven children to deplore his loss.--| How lamentable it is thus 
to have again to record the fatal results attendant on a want of caution, 
That the miner will ever be incautious, must be expected from the very 
nature of his employment—does not it then behove the proprietors of 
mines and collieries, in cases like’the present, to prevent, so far as is practi- 
cable, the recurrence. Whe use of Bickford and Davey's patent safety 
fuse might, in all probability, have saved this man's life; why is it not 
universally used >—it is well deserving.
